WASHINGTON < UP I • — About 930,000 
persons lost their jobs in January, 
driving up the nation's unemployment 
rate by a full percentage point to 8 2 per 
cent —the highest rate since 1941 —the

sight, 
the 
department’s Bureau of Labor Statistics 
announced that a total of 7 5 million 
persons were out of work in January 
Especially hard hit were the blue collar 
workers, whose unemployment rate 
rose to 11 per cent 
The 
Ford 
administration 
has 
predicted unemployment will reach 8.5 
per cent this year and will average near 
8 per cent over the next two years. 
The January rate, up from 7 2 per cent 
in December, far surpassed a 1958 peak 
of 7 5 per cent and a 1949 high of 7 9 per 
cent. 
The unemployment rate has not 
exceeded 8 per cent since 1941, a year in 
which the average annual rate was 9 9 
per cent as the nation began to shake off 
the effects of the Depression and before

The 
government did not began collecting 
monthly data on unemployment until

Predicting the current meteoric rise 
in unemployment will peak at 8 5 per 
cent sometime in 1975, President Ford’s 
chief 
economist,

the administration can do to bring it 
below 8 per cent in the next two years 
Ford's budget message last week 
included predictions the jobless rate 
would average 8 1 per cent this year and 
7.9 next year when he plans to run for 
the presidency 
The number of Americans left with 
jobs in January totalled 84 6 million, 
about the same level of employment as 
August.

Lorenz said the latest figures were the 
result of a midJanuary survey “ and all 
our indicators since then show that the 
total jobless rate is still on the 
increase.” 
“ And these figures don’t count people 
who are so discouraged that they are no 
longer looking for work,” he said. “ We 
would estimate that this group would 
add at least another 130,000 jobless 
people in California, which means that 
the actual unemployment rate would be 
at least 10.4 per cent in January. 


“ If that’s so. then we are in double­ 
digit unemployment as well as double­ 
digit inflation.” 


The figures also showed that an 
additional 219,400 persons joined the 
unemployed ranks since January, 1974. 
when the unemployment rate was 7.3 
per cent.

Brown urges $54 million budget cut 


Military commissaries to 
pay own way, charge more 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A century of 
subsidized 
groceries 
available 
to 
servicemen in military commissaries 
will come to an end next year, the 
Pentagon said today 


The decision to stop using taxpayers’ 
money to pay operational costs will 
drive up the price of food sharply in the 
domestic commissary 
system. 
The 
nation’s fourth largest food chain did $2 
billion in business last year 


It will also increase the cost of food by 
a 
lesser degree 
in 
U.S. 
military 
commissaries abroad. 
Higher military pay and congressional 
cuts in the Pentagon budget were cited 
as two major reasons for the move. 
Service 
personnel 
pay 
for 
the 
commissary food but the government 
currently uses tax funds for the salaries 
of store employes and to subsidize other 
costs. A Navy study last March showed 
commissary 
customers 
saving 
an 
average of 19 per cent on purchases. 


Military officials said 
today the 
taxpayer support in domestic military 
stores will be phased out begmnin; in 
October 
By 
October, 
1976, 
com­ 
missary shoppers will have to pay the 
full cost of commissary operations, they 
said 
Tax money will continue to pay for the 
cost of shipping food to American 
commissaries abroad, but those who buy 
food will find the cost of store workers 
salaries included. 
One of the main reasons for the 
change, officials said, is the pay raises 
given servicemen in recent years to 
bring their wages up to pay scales in 
private enterprise 
Increased congressional efforts to 
prune the defense budget is also sending 
the Pentagon scouting for ways to cut 
expenses 
that 
don’t 
contribute 
to 
fighting ability. 
The 
Treasury 
subsidy 
for 
the 
commissaries will come to about $250 
million in the current fiscal year.

Alan Post in the governor’s proposed 
$11.3 billion state budget. 


Actually, Brown Thursday went the 
veteran fiscal watchdog $7.7 million 
better in proposed budget reductions. 
In his annual budget review to the 
legislature, Post Thursday suggested 
$59.7 million in cuts and $13.8 million in 
additions 
for 
a 
net 
$46.4 
million 
reduction in Brown’s spending plan for 
the next fiscal year 


Brown several hours later accepted 
most of Post’s recommended cuts, but 
disagreed with his proposed increases. 
The effect of Brown’s decision was to 
trim $54 1 million from his original 
proposal — $7.7 million more than Post 
suggested. 
Among the exceptions cited Brown 
were a $2.25 million appropriation for 
the California Job Creation Board which 
assists small business and $2.45 million 
for acquisition of library books by the 
California 
State 
Universities 
and 
Colleges and for support of the college 
library at Bakersfield. 
The budget reduction called for by 
Post was one of the smallest percentage 
cuts he had proposed in recent years. 
But the analyst conceded the potential

threatened welfare cost increases. 
Post, a nonpartisan employe of 
legislature, said his proposed spending 
cuts were in line with Brown’s desire not 
to eat into the state’s projected $574 
million surplus. 
Declaring that budget planning is 
“ extremely precarious” due to current 
unstable economic conditions, Post 
withheld recommendations on several 
major programs, including welfare and 
Medi-Cal, until July when the state’s 
financial picture is expected to be 
cleared.

The pay hikes would go to B02 high- 
level civil service employes “ who are 
not being compensated equiably relative 
to their responsibilities” because their 
non-civil service bosses are earning 
relatively low salaries. 


Judge sides with 
school district 
on /windfall1 funds 


Superior Court Judge Marion A Smith 
has filed an intended decision upholding 
Lompoc 
Unified 
School 
District’s 
contentiion that the school board does 
not have to “ meet and confer” with 
district teachers on how to spend $19 
million in windfall monies. 


The action opens the door to school 
board decisions on a variety of requests 
for use of the money, which came to the 
district last summer on a court ruling 
that the state had illegally withheld 
state aide monies from district s federal 
Public Law 874 impacted aid monies 


Initially the board used about $500,000 
of the money to reduce the amount of a 
threatened tax rate increase, leaving 
about $1.5 million However, the money 
has been gathering interest at the rate of 
about $400 a day pending the ruling by 
the court 


Normal procedure according to court 
sources would be for Judge Smith to 
instruct the county counsel, legal voice 
for the school district, to write a 


permanent order setting forth the facts 
in the case After a span of time the 
order would become final 
The lawsuit was filed by Lompoc 
Education Association based on LEA s 
contention that the teachers suffered 
through the years when the state was 
withholding the money, hence should 
have a formal part in deciding where the 
money should now be spent. 
For its part the school board was 
willing to discuss the question of how to 
spend the money but wanted to avoid the 
formal implications of the meet and 
confer process.

"Ghost town" complaint 


County may allow 
exotic animal areas

A new type of “ ghost town" is 
creeping into the picture in Santa 
Barbara County, the County Planning 
Commission has been told. 
Santa Ynez resident Louise Beaman, 
in requesting the commission to take 
drastic action against the “ wild animal 
problem” in the Buellton area, claims 
the number of “ animal ghost towns” in 
the 
middle 
county 
area 
will 
be 
increasing if animal trainers Ted and 
Pat Derby have their way. 
The 
commission 
responded 
by 
approving in principle — with guidelines 
to be set up for consideration at the 
March 12 meeting — a proposed county 
zoning ordinance change which will 
allow — under conditional use permit 
only resulting from public hearings — 
“ animals that are different in kind than 
otherwise permitted in Ordinance 661.” 
Roughly, this proposed ordinance 
amendment would apply to animals 
other than the domestic variety. 
Ostensibly, they could include animal 
orphans and other wild creatures now 
under the Derbys’ wing, ranging from 
an Asian elephant down to bears, 
leopard, wolves, cougars, African lions, 
a Siberian tiger, a chimpanzee and 
others. 
For several years now, Ted Derby’s 
animal kingdom has set up residence, in 
various spots in the Buellton region 
after county officials in 1968 turned 
down the Derbys in their application for 
a wild animal compound west of 
Carpinteria. 
Mrs. Beaman told the commission 
that “ abandoned homes” of the Derby 
animals — which now number 18 or 
more at locations on Santa Rosa Rd. and 
along Highway 246 west of Buellton — 
“ literally 
cover 
the 
Buellton 
landscape.” 
She pointed to the “ forlorn and 
neglected” former animal park at Pea 
Soup Andersen’s where Derbys’ animals 
once reigned prior to a bitter court fight 
that had them evicted. 
Rancho La Vega is the scene of 
another abandoned animal compound, 
she informed the commission. Give it 
time, and it will be like a true ghost 
town, also, she averred. 
Latest plans of the Derbys, the 
commission 
has 
learned 
— 
if 
appropriate zoning can be arranged — is 
to have the animals stored at another 
ranch in the area which the animal 
trainers are reported purchasing. 
An assortment of 
“ other Derby 
animals’’ are in Pat Derby’s home in 
Santa 
Ynez Oaks subdivision, 
the 
commission was informed 
Zoning officials said the Derbys have 
beer, given notice they are in violation of 
the present code. 
The Derbys’ attorney, Joe M. Agapay, 
of Los Angeles, was on hand before the 
commission to represent the trainers 
and tell of their hopes to apply for a 
permit under a hoped-for expanded 
ordinance. 
Veteran 
Planning 
Commission 
member Dr. M.V. Duncan, of Lompoc, 
cast the only vote against approving the 
amended 
ordinance 
proposal 
in 


principle He said storing exotic animals 
in tiie county was simply causing too 
much furor. 
Planning 
Department 
records 
indicate Mrs Derby is keeping some of 
the younger animals at Oak Trail in 
Santa Ynez Valley at her residence 
These include month-old lions, a Chinese 
leopard, bobcat and wolf pups. 
The Derbys hope to place three 
cougars elsewhere and a find a good 
home for a female African lion. 


The Derbys are widely known for 
appearances of 
their more exotic 
animals on television, including top 
commercials. 


Derby’s Animal Kingdom has been 
shunted about from pillar to post in 
several counties. It was required to 
move from Newhall headquarters and 
after being denied a Carpinteria Valley 
site, went to Buellton. 


County investigators have reported 
the Derbys take good care of their 
animals, and cages and pens are neat 


But trouble has come from those who 
are uneasy about having potentially 
dangerous animals in their midst. 


There is the classic story of a 
traveling man who engaged a motel 
room in Buellton late at night, not 
knowing the rear of the motel was 
adjacent to an animal kingdom. In the 
middle of the night, he was jolted awake 
— terror stricken — by the trumpeting 
of elephants, screams of leopards and a 
lion’s roar. At dawn the coyotes started

Pinter’s 
puzzling 
drama, “ The Birthday Party,” 
is currently in production at 
Allan Hancock College.

A theater-goer has two facts 
in common with everyone else 
in the audience when he leaves 
the theater. One, he has seen a 
Pinter 
play; 
and 
two, 
he 
doesn’t know what it means. 
Is “ The Birthday Party” an 


allegory of life and death, of 
society forcing the individual to 
conform, of sin visited by 
divine retribution? 
Once, during an interview, 
Pinter was asked what the play 
was 
really 
about. 
Without 
thinking, 
he 
replied, 
“ The 
weasel 
under 
the 
cocktail 
cabinet.” 
The play — Pinter’s first full- 
length play — concerns a 
mysterious and nervous fellow 
named Stanley who seems to be 
hiding out in a ramshackle

plight: 
“ Stanley 
insists upon the view of life 
which his spectacles reveal — a 
truthful 
assessment of 
the 
whole spectrum of the life 
experience, from birth to death 
— and finds it wanting ... 
“ His fate is shaped at the 
hands of the representatives of 
the Establishment — the Jew, 
the 
man 
of 
words 
and 
platitudinous 
pseudo-reason, 
and the deflocked priest, the 
man of brute, servile force who 
begs for his blessing 
They 
break 
Stanley’s 
eyeglasses, 
robbing him of all clarity, and 
hurl a barrage of questions at 
him, 
challenging 
every 
consolation, from the sublime 
(religion: “ Do you recognize 


an external force ...?” ) to the 
ridiculous 
(“ Why does 
the 
chicken cross the road?” ) — 
shattering 
every 
support. 
Stanley can not attest his faith 
on any count. He has no escape 
from his cosmic perceptions or 
his 
resulting 
overwhelming 
depression. His insistence upon 
his integrity dooms him.” 
The psychiatrist’s contention 
adds an extra level of meaning 
to an already intriguing play. 
Directed 
by 
Donovan 
Marley, the small, six member 
casted faired very well. The 
play may be a big question 
mark, but they got a lot of 
humorous 
miles 
— 
dark 
humorous miles — out of the 
lines. 
Mark Harlik, who has turned 
in many fine performances at 
Hancock, plays the harrassed 
and frightened Stanley. He is 
equally supported by Michael 
Winters, 
another 
wonderful 
Hancock actor, as the amiably 
menacing Jew. 
The motherly landlady is 
played by Kathy Brady; James 
McLure plays the threatening 
McCann; and Penelope Miller 
plays Lulu. Alan Winson plays 
the remote landlord, Petey. 
“ The Birthday Party,” is 
being played in repertory with 
“ Sandburg-Steichen,” a play 
based on the words of Carl 
Sandburg and the photography 
of Edward Steichen. It plays 
tonight and Feb 13 and 15.

MIAMI (UPIi — A police explosives expert who sawed a hand 
grenade off a 9-year-old girl's finger said Thursday he was never 
sure whether the grenade was live—“ it’s just part of the job.” 
The episode began when 9-year-old Laura Salvan, watching 
television at home Wednesday night, absent-mindedly stuck her 
left-hand ring finger into a hole in a World War I grenade her 
parents used for a paperweight. 
Then she couldn't get it out. 
The child's mother took her to American Hospital. Doctors, 
after debating for 34 hours, decided they would have to amputate 
the child s finger because they feared the grenade might contain 
live explosives 
Members of a Fire Department rescue squad watching 
suggested a bomb squad be called in first. Newton Porter, of the 
sheriff 's bomb squad, and police technician Tommy Carroll came 
to the hospital. 
They (the doctors) told me they couldn't get the grenade to 
move, ” Porter said Thursday “ Tommy and I took her on a 
stretcher to the maintenance room, put the grenade in a vise and 
we sawed it off —very carefully.” 
Laura's finger was saved, and later examination by Carroll 
showed that the grenade, nearly 60 years old, was not explosive. 
But the two experts weren’t that sure those 15 minutes in the 
hospital's maintenance room 
No, 
Porter said when asked if he was sure the grenade was 
harmless when he started sawing. “ It’s just part of the job—the 
breaks of the game We didn’t want to see the little girl hurt ” 
Porter said Laura was “ pretty relieved when she removed her 
finger from the grenade but didn’t say anything more than “ gosh” 
or great’ when the operation was over He said she didn’t speak 
at all during the sawing 
Porter said the child’s mother was in the waiting room with a 
team of doctors and nurses while the operation was taking place 
She hugged the little girl when she appeared from the room.

BEV ER LY HILLS, Cal (U P I) — Opponents of a big stepup in 
offshore oil drilling are “ opposing the economy of the United 
States,” an oil industry spokesman said Thursday Two California 
senators called federal plans for such drilling a “ nightmarish 
blueprint for disaster.” 
The two sides clashed here in the second of a series of three 
hearings around the naion on controversial Interior Department 
proposals to open 8 million acres of U.S. waters to drilling off the 
Atlantic, Gulf and Pacific coasts 
California officials lined up solidly with environmental groups 
to oppose immediate leasing of 16 million acres off the Southern 
California coast. 
Spokesmen for the oil industry argued that the nation 
desperately needs oil and that exploration must begin now if vast 
offshore reserves are to reach the market by the 1980s They said 
the industry has developed the technology to minimize the 
environmental dangers of a big oil spill. 
“ I think they’re opposing the economy of the United States,” 
said Harry Morrison, general manager of the Western Oil and Gas 
Association. 
Standard Oil Vice President John H Silcox said that 18,000 wells 
have been drilled off the North American coast in the past 20 
years and there have been only four major spills. During the six 
years that the government has held back on off-shore leasing, he 
said, Standard's domestic investments returned only 8 per cent 
profit. 
“ We could do better with a savings account,” he said. 
Opponents of the leasing included Los Angeles Mayor Tom 
Bradley, both California Senators —Democrats John Tunney and 
Alan Cranston, Rep Congressman Alphonzo Bell and State 
Controller Ken Cory, representing the State Land Board 
Bradley, 
Tunney and Cranston joined 
in a statement 
condemning the plan as a“ nightmarish blueprint for disaster,” 
and said, “ We can’t let the Interior Department ram its 
dangerous, 
ill-conceived, 
insensitive off-shore development 
program down our throats.” 


C ranston said he and Tunney had joined in sponsoring legislation 
to call a moratorium on offshore leasing until a comprehensive 
national energy plan is drawn up by the federal government 
Cory, the two senators and Bell said oil from the Elk Hills Naval 
Reserve in the San Joaquin Valley should be used before offshore 
resources. 
Cory said also there is confusion about the objectives of the 
leasing program. 
But we must not let this confusion blind us to what it really is ” 
he said. “ It is simply a give-away’ of valuable publicly owned 
natural resource to private corporations ” 
Robert R. Nockson, president of the Los Angeles Area Chamber 
of Commerce, said offshore oil well preparation and drilling 
would be an employment boon to the area. 
“ We have the means to protect the environment," he said “ We 
need the oil and the gas and we need the jobs . ” 
Bell, who said he also had introduced legislation to give 
Congress a major voice in offshore lands leasing, said the current 
hearings were “ meaningless.” 
The decision 
to lease new sections of our outer continental 
shelf has already been made in Washington,” he said. “ No amount 
of testimony, scientific or otherwise, will reverse that verdict.” 
Opponents of offshore development have argued for some time 
that the Interior Department is already committed to going 
through with the plan, and the environmental hearings are being 
held only as a formality and anti-drilling testimony will be 
ignored. 
Silcox revealed that Standard Oil has already invested in seven 
offshore drilling vessels, at a reported cost of $350 million, which 
will be of little use if the lease sale does not go through, 
“ The vessels are being built specifically for use off the West 
( oast,” he said. He called it “ a considerable commitment . in 
anticipation of early leasing off California and Alaska ” 
The hearings here continue through Saturday. An earlier 
hearing was held at Anchorage, Alaska and the final hearing is 
scheduled to begin next week in Trenton, N.J. 
Ways and Means panel OKs rebates 
up to $200, reductions, incentives 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
$20 1 billion tax reduction bill, 
including rebates of up to $200 
for all taxpayers this spring or 
summer, has made the first 
step 
on 
a 
trip 
through 
Congress. 
The House Ways and Means 
Committee, which must origi­ 
nate all changes in federal tax 
law, voted 28-5 Thursday night 
for a combination of $8 billion 
in 1974 tax rebates, $8 3 billion 
in 1975 personal tax reductions, 
and $3.8 billion in increased 
investment incentives and cuts 
for business. 
This was $4 billion more than 
President Ford requested in 
recession-fighting tax cuts. 
Big 
business 
struck 
out, 
however, as the committee 
narrowly defeated a $1 billion 
bailout of financially troubled 
companies such as Chrysler 
and Lockheed, and voted to 
limit 
the 
giant 
American 
Telephone & Telegraph Co. to 
$100 
million 
in 
additional 
investment 
incentives, 
$395 
million less than AT&T would 
have received. 
The bill, completed by the 
committee in less than four 
days, was a personal victory 
for Rep. A1 Ullman, D-Ore., 
who replaced Rep Wilbur Mills 
as Congress’ chief tax writer 
this year and who promised to 
have the bill finished by the end 
of the week. 
If the bill should be passed by 
the House and later the Senate, 
everyone who paid taxes in 1974 
—rich or poor —would receive 
a check from the government 
this spring or summer. 
Low and moderate income 
Americans also would find the 
government taking less out of 
their paychecks every payday 
in the last half of the year, the 
result of lower withholding 
rates brought about by the 
committee’s increase in the 
standard deduction. 
President Ford’s requested

would

limited to $4 billion in business

Status symbol backfires on Big Apple hero

NEW YORK (U P I) — Sometimes the man 
who has everything reaches the point where 
he has too much, and now that you mention 
it, Derek Sanderson would like to tell you a 
little story about that. 
He’s having himself a splendid season in 
his first year with the New York Rangers, so 
there’s no sweat there, and playing hockey in 
the 
Big 
Apple 
is everything he ever 
imagined, so that’s nice and cool, too. 
Unflappable and uninhibited as ever, 
Derek Sanderson has the girls, the glamor 
and the grace, or maybe it’s a sixth sense, to 
know instinctively when to take a little and 
leave a little for somebody else In other 
words, he has everything he wants. 
So what’s his problem? 
Derek Sanderson’s problem is his car. It’s 
v 
a dazzling burgundy Rolls-Royce limousine 
he paid $31,000 for in Philadelphia two years 
ago and he has a vivid recollection of the day 
he made the purchase 


“ It was a rainy day and I couldn’t play 
golf,” he says “ I was depressed.” 
Owning the car, Sanderson admits, give 
him 
a 
feeling 
of 
fu lfillm e n t , 
accomplishment. 


“ It means you can afford it, but if anything 
goes wrong with the car, forget it,” he says. 
“ You can’t get it serviced The prices they 


charge kill you. They hit you for more money 
fixing the car than for buying it. 
“ Lemme tell you what happened to me one 
day last May. I ’m going through the Callahan 
Tunnel in Boston and a cab stalled ahead of 
me. I hit the brakes. No brakes. The car 
won’t stop. I ’m pumping, but it doesn’t do 
any good. Nothing. I swerved into another 
lane. Lucky no one was in it. The car grinds 
to a stop slowly. 
“ A buddy of mine was in the car with me 
and I say to him, ‘Jeez, how am I gonna drive 


this?’ He said, ‘Why can’t we get it towed?’ I 
said, 
‘I 
can’t. 
I ’d 
be 
embarrassed. 
Everybody around here knows me.’ 
“ I was maybe 20-30 yards from a toll 
booth, and I manage to glide up to it. The car 
would stop if you weren’t going over 10 miles 
an hour. I decide I ’m gonna drive it slowly to 
the local Rolls dealer. Finally I get there, 
and you know what they did for me? Zero! 
Nothing! 


“ 1 said the brakes failed.’ They opened the 
hood. Sure enough, there’s a leak. The fluid 
had leaked out. I told the guy to fix it and said 
I ’d come back in a coupla days. I came back 
four different times. They said they checked 
the seals, but they never did fix the car. You 
know what they said to me? They said 
Here’s a coupla cans of brake fluid. Just 
keep filling it up.’ Then they told me it would 
cost me $296. I said ‘For what?’ They said 
‘For labor.’” 
Sanderson shook his head 


‘‘They wouldn’t let the car out of the shop. 
I had to pay cash. ‘Hey, I don’t have cash,’ I 
told ‘em, ‘can’t you put it on the bill?’ They 
said no. I said Get the credit manager.’ He 
said ‘Sorry, we can’t give you any credit.’ 
The car had only 12,000 miles on it and he told 
me it wasn’t covered by the warranty, 
either. 
“ Yeah, he knew who I was. That didn’t 
matter. I had to go get the cash, and you 


know something? The car wasn’t ever fixed! 
The ignition is gone, the brakes still aren’t 
right and the battery is bad. The British don’t 
know how to make batteries like the 
Americans. Oh yeah, I forgot to tell you, the 
wood cracked in the dash panel and they gave 
me a hard time about that also Finally they 
replaced it.” 
Derek Sanderson is only one of a number of 
professional athletes who own a Rolls Royce. 
Tony Jacklin, the former U.S. and British 
Open champ, drives one and so do Walt 
Frazier and Earl Monroe of the New York 
Knicks, Nate Thurmond of the Chicago Bulls 
and Joe Frazier. Muhammad Ali bought two 
of them. 
“ It has snob appeal,” Sanderson admits. 
“ My mother said to me ‘When your father 
and I came to Canada after the war, we 
could’ve bought (our houses for what you 
paid for that car. One girl saw it and called 
me an idiot. ‘You’re too young to drive a 
Rolls,’ she said. ‘You should be over 50.’” 
To avoid getting his nicked, Walt Frazier 
pays for two spaces instead Of one in the 
garage where he keeps his Rolls. That can 
get a little expensive, but Sanderson doesn’t 
have such a problem. 
“ They don’t charge me for garaging my 
car in the apartment house here where I 
live,” he says. “ My rent is $1,400 a month. 
Parking is included free.”

BOSTON — (NEA) — It still seem s 
strange to some to hear Nancy Yotts 
criticize the system. Even in these 
times when such grumbles can be 
expected at the drop of an opportunity 
from young people, poor people, black 
people, 
it 
rem ain s 
a 
kind 
of 
contradiction for Mrs. Yotts to do 
likewise. 
She is lower middle class white, 
m arried to a hard hat, backbone of the 
community and all that. It is accurate to 
say the larger society has grown used to 
her 
kind 
suffering 
in 
silence 
and 
anonymity. 
Small wonder then 
that 
as 
Yotts 
and 
much of the rest of the 
working class popula­ 
tion of South Boston 
continue 
their 
loud 
protest against school 
busing, their motives 
and 
em otions 
are 
larg ely 
m isu n d er­ 
stood Branded racists 
since last Septem ber’s 
school 
opening, 
the 
epithet 
is 
inappro­ 
priate. 
Small wonder then that as Yotts and 
much of the rest of the working class 
population of South Boston continue 
their loud protest atainst school busing, 
their motives and emotions arslargely 
misunderstood 


“ All we want is fairness,” says Mrs. 
Yotts, 
her 
arm s 
folded 
over 
a 
housewife’s cardigan, part of her hair 
pinned in curls. “ Blacks have been 
caught up in it, sure, but we’d be 
complaining whatever their color If you 
pulled my boy out of his school and 
replaced him with anybody I’d stand up 
and howl.” 
There is no reason not to believe Mrs. 
Yotts. 
If anything 
is known about 
Am erica’s fundamental working class it 
is that its mem bers are candid to a fault. 
If a trucker hates blacks, he picks no 
bones about it. Similarly, the obvious 
racists 
connected 
with 
the 
Boston 
busing 
dispute 
have 
identified 
themselves by word and deed. They, 
however, do not predominate. Why then 
the racist charge? Because it is an easy 
answer; the hard thing to do would be 
for Boston and America to admit that 
the wants and reasonings of its working 
stiffs have, for decades, been omitted 
from the process of progressive thought. 
The omission is easily explained 
Descendents of Jacksonian America, 
heroes of dem ocratic mythology, the 
working whites (largely comprised of 
ethnic groups — In Boston, the Irish) 
have 
been 
thought 
to 
be prim ary 
b e n eficiaries 
of 
the 
A m erican 
experience. This is the nation that has 


made common dream s reality The rich 
got richer, which is true in all nations, 
but here workers profited, too 
As the nation changes, however, the 
class does not. Thus the workers have 
been left behind socially, economically 
and philosophically 
Shouldering the 
heaviest of all tax burdens and worried 
about changing m oralities, as the late 
Saul Almsky said, they now “ feel more 
alone 
than any other m em bers of 
society.” 
This, then, is the root of the Boston 
m atter. “ Goddamit,” says a Southie, “ I 
pay for this country out of my own 
pocket but nobody gives a crud what I 
say.” Buffeted by the black lobby, the 
liberal 
lobby 
and 
poltical 
muscle, 
unchampioned labor has simply decided 
to fight back. Violence may be the 
wrong kind of combat but men who work 
on the docks know they can’t compete 
intellectually. 
“ How far you think we’d get if we 
wrote a letter to the editor?” grumps a 
man in a tarn o’shanter at the South 


Boston 
Information 
Center. 
“ The 
highest up you get in this neighborhood 
is a cop We got no open line to the 
mayor, you know Sometimes you bust 
heads to get attention.” 
It would, of course, be ever so much 
better if the “ bust head” theory of 
persuasion was absent here. Yet at least 
the practitioners come by it honestly, 
civil rights movements historically grab 
headlines with brutality. “ And the thing 
is,” says Nancy Yotts, “ no m atter how 
we went about it, the protest would be 
rapped We re not black, you see, we re 
white. Try getting sympathy on that ” 
In fact, most Southies do not really 
want sympathy, only understanding 
And fair judgment 
Given that, the 
American way, there should be no 
reason to expect bloodletting forever 
here. Denied it, however, the working 
class 
is 
stripped of 
its 
cherished 
protection of justice, and results may be 
dreadful There is no revolution like a 
working m an’s revolution — Boston 
stands by its backbone.

By nature reporters are skeptics. So 
Governor Jerry Brown's announcement 
that he was discarding the governor’s 
customary luxury limousine in favor of 
a Plymouth provoked an idea that 
needed checking out. 
In 
recent 
years 
governors 
have 
maintained cars both at the Capitol and 
in Los Angeles The suspicion arose that 
Brown might be “ grandstanding” to 
grab 
headlines 
by 
discarding 
the 
limousine here while still keeping a 
luxury car in the southland It would 
have been a good story. 
But it is an even better story to report 
that the car there is the same as the one 
here. His effort then to set a tone of 
austerity for his administration 
by 
opting for a small car as an economic 
move must stand as a sincere one. 
And it does far more than serve as an 
example 
in 
the 
interest 
of 
fuel 
conservation 
It brings into focus the 
proclivity of many in government to 
confuse themselves with some kind of 
royalty. They come to the view that high 
living is a “ right.” 
Anyone who has been in Washington, 
D C. 
knows 
how 
it 
teems 
with 
bureaucrats who not only have provided 
themselves 
with 
chauffeur 
driven 
government limousines but do it on a 
“caste” system. Cabinet members get 
the best and the class of cars allotted 
descends in strict accordance with the 
rank of the officeholder. 
Not too many years ago the same 
system existed in the state government. 
The class of car was a status symbol, 
the higher the rank the bigger the car. 
Autos were permanently assigned to 
desk bound individuals, many of whom 
had no more use for them than driving to 
and from work Some were even used on 
vacations, a few going so far as to drag 
trailers and boats to resorts. 
Revelations by the press of state car 
misuse'prompted new laws and overall, 
a good job has since been done in the 
management of the state’s fleet of some 
16,000 passenger vehicles. For the most 
part only those whose duties require 
substantial travel are assigned cars. At 
the time of the reform it was decreed 
the state would purchase only “light 
class” passenger cars, excepting for 
special needs such as law enforcement. 
Also excluded was the governor and a 
few other officials elected statewide. 
For security reasons a governor 
should have latitude in the choice of 
cars. The same rationale does not apply 
to others, most of whom have little need 
for a car. When they do, provision is 
made for mileage reimbursement if 
they use their own. Or they can use a 
pool car. Since mileage claims are 
reviewed, and only justifiable travel 
allowed, control is better than providing 
cars which invites use for personal 
convenience. 
Wise 
state 
employes 
prefer using their own and avoiding the 
need for explaining non-official usage. 
Legislators too would be sager if they 
used 
their 
own 
cars 
and 
were 
reimbursed for necessary travel. The 
fact is that their major duties are in the 
Capitol where no car is needed while 
most of the usage of the furnished 
vehicles is personal or political. 
Because the “light class’ rule went 
into effect in the days when the major 
small car producers made only one 
model, time has created a “loophole” 
and a bit of the “caste” system has 
crept back. Compact cars are now the 
standard but department heads are 
being favored with the “top line” “light 
class” cars. 
The supplying of cars, luxury class or 
otherwise, is just one facet of the 
excesses 
in 
emoluments 
taken 
by 
government employes who forget they 
have not been “bom to the purple” but 
are 
merely 
public 
servants. 
The 
mansions and servants provided those in 
higher education, the expansive offices, 
excessive staffs, and other exhibitionist 
tendencies all demonstrate a disregaid 
for the taxpayers who make their 
employment possible. 
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
